Did  all  mankind  fall  in  Adam's  first 
transgression  ? 

A.  The  covenant  being  made  with  Adam,  not  only  for  him 
self,  but  for  his  posterity,  all  mankind  descending  from  him  by 
ordinary  generation,  sinned  in  him,  and  fell  with  hira  in  his 
first  transgression. 

Q.  17.  Into  what  estate  did  the  fall  bring  man- 
kind? 

A.  The  fall  brought  mankind  into  an  estate  of  sin  and 
misery. 

Q.  18.  Wherein  consists  the  sinfulness  of  thai 
estate  whereinto  man  fell? 

A.  The  sinfulness  of  that  estate  whereinto  man  fell,  con- 
eisLs  in  the  guilt  of  Adam's  first  sin,  the  want  of  original  righl- 
oyiisness,  and  the  corruption  of  his  whole  nature,  which  is 
commoniy  called  original  sin,  together  with  ail  actual  trans- 
gressions which  proceed  from  it. 

Q.  19.  What  is  the  misery  of  that  estate  where- 

.'nto  man  fell  ? 

A.  All  mankind,  by  their  fall,  lost  communion  with  God. 
are  under  his  wrath  and  curse,  and  so  made  hable  to  all  the 
miseries  m  this  life ;  to  death  itself,  and  to  the  pains  of  hell  for 
eve*. 
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Q.  20.  Did  God  leave  all  mankind  to  perish  in 
the  estate  of  sin  and  misery  ? 

A.  God  having,  out  of  his  mere  good  pleasure,  from  ali 
eternity  elected  some  to  everlasting  life,  did  enter  into  a  cove- 
nant of  grace  to  deliver  them  out  of  the  estate  of  sin  and 
misery,  and  to  bring  them  into  an  estate  of  salvation  by  a  Re- 
deemer. 

Q.  21.  Who  is  the  Redeemer  of  God's  elect? 

A.  The  only  Redeemer  of  God's  elect  is  the  Lord  Jeeus 
Christ,  who,  being  the  eternal  Son  of  God,  became  man,  and 
so  was,  and  continues  to  be  God  and  man,  in  two  distinct  na- 
tures, and  one  person,  for  ever. 

Q.  22.  How  did  Christ,  being  the  Son  of  God, 
become  man? 

A.  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  became  man  by  taking  to  him- 
self a  true  body  and  a  reasonable  soul,  being  conceived  by  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  m  the  womb  of  the  Virgin  Mary 
and  born  of  her,  yet  without  sin. 

Q.  23.  What  offices  doth  Christ  execute  as  our 
Redeemer  ? 

A.  Christ,  as  our  Redeemer,  execute th  the  offices  of  a 
Prophet,  of  a  Priest,  and  of  a  King,  both  in  his  estate  of  hu- 
miliation and  exaltation. 

Q.  24.  How  doth  Christ  exepute  the  office  of  a 
Prophet? 

A.  Christ  executeth  the  office  of  a  Prophet,  in  revealing  to 
ws  by  his  Word  and  Spirit,  the  will  of  God  for  our  salvation. 

Q.  25.  How  doth  Christ  execute  the  office  of  a 
Priest  ? 

A.  Cnriat  executeth  the  office  of  a  Priest,  in  his  once  (^[jsu^

ing  up  himself  a  sacrifice  to  satisfy  divine  justice,  and  recon- 
cile us  to  God,  and  in  making  continual  intercession  lor  us. 

Q.  26.  How  doth  Christ  execute  the  office  of  a 
King  ? 

A.  Christ  executeth  the  office  of  a  King,  in  subduing  us  to 
himself,  in  ruling  and  defending  us,  and  in  restraming  and 
conquering  all  his  and  our  enemies. 

Q.  27.   Wherein  did  Christ's  humihation  con- 

>;ist? 

A.  Christ's  humiliation  consisted  in  liis  being  born,  and  that 
m  a  low  condition,  made  under  the  law,  undergoing  the  mise- 
ries of  ihis  life,  the  wrath  of  God,  and  the  cursed  death  of  the 
cross;  in  being  buried,  and  continuing  under  the  power  of 
dt^ath  for  a  tin;e. 

Q.  28.  Wherein  consisteth  Christ's  exaltation'' 
A.  Christ's   exaltation    consisteth  in  his  rising  again  fro 
the  dead  on  the  third  day,  in  ascending  up  into  heaven,  an 
b-it'ing  at  the  right  hand  of  God  the  i-'ather,  and  in  comLig  U 
judge  the  world  at  the  last  day. 

Q.  29.  How  are  we  made  partakers  of  the  re- 
demption purchased  by  Christ? 

A.  We  are  made  partakers  of  the  redemption  purchased  by 
Christ,  by  the  effectual  application  of  it  to  us  by  his  Holy  Spirit. 

Q.  30.  How  doth  the  Spirit  apply  to  us  the  re- 
demption purchased  by  Christ  ? 

A.  The  Spirit  applieth  to  us  the  redemption  purchased  by 
Christ,  by  working  faith  in  us,  and  thereby  uiiituig  us  to  Christ 
in  our  effectual  calling. 

Q.  81.  What  is  effectual  caUing? 

A.  Effectual  calling  is  the  worl:  of  God's  Sprit,  whoredj 
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convinrjng  us  of  our  sin  and  misery,  enJighteimig  our  minds 
in  the  knowledge  of  Ciirist,  and  renewiji?  oirr  wdl.s,  he  dctli 
persuade  r.nd  enabie  ix.b  lO  embrace  Jesas  C'iu't»t  ireciy  uffered 
to  us  in  the  gospel. 

Q.  32.  What  benefits  do  they  that  are  cfibctuaily 
called  partake  of  in  this  life? 

A.  They  that  are  effectnally  called,  do  in  ih^s  life  pariake  of 
Justificalion.  Adoption,  and  Sauctincalion,  and  liie  several  Ijene- 
fils  which  in  this  life  do  either  accompany  or  ilow  fi'onj  iheni. 

Q.  33.  Wliat  is  Justification  ? 

A.  Justification  is  an  act  of  God's  freo  grace,  wherein  Up 
pardoneth  all  our  sins,  and  acceptelh  us  as  righteous  in  his 
sight,  only  tor  the  righteousness  of  Christ  imputed  un;.o  us,  aruJ 
received  \)y  failh  alone. 

Q.  34.  Wiiat  is  Adoption  ? 

A.  Adoption  is  an  act  of  God's  free  grace,  wliereby  we  am 
received  into  the  number,  and  have  a  right  to  all  tlie  prl\  i 
leges  of  the  sons  of  God. 

Q.  35.  Wliat  is  sanctification  ? 

A.  Sanctification  is  the  work  of  God's  free  grace,  v.  hprrliv 
we  are  renewed  hi  the  whole  man  after  the  image  of  God,  ai.<: 
are  enabled  more  and  more  to  die  unto  sin,  and  liv'3  uiUd 
righteousness. 

^Q,.  36.  What  are  the  benefits  which  in  tliis  fife 
GO  either  accompany  or  flow  from  Justification, 
Adoption,  and  Sanctification? 

A.  The  benefits  which  in  this  life  do  accomyianv  or  flow 
from  Justification,  Adoption,  and  Sanctification.  are  fisstirancns 
of  God's  love,  peace  of  conscience,  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  in  • 
crease  of  grace,  and  perseverance  therein  to  the  end. 
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Q.  37.  What  benefits  do  believers  receive  from 
Christ  at  death  ? 

A.  The  sonls  of  believers  are  at  their  death  made  perfect 
in  holiness,  and  do  immediately  pass  into  glory,  and  their  bodies 
being  still  united  to  Christ,  do  rest  in  their  graves  till  the  resur- 
rection. 

Q.  38.  What  benefits  do  behevers  receive  from 
Christ  at  the  resurrection  ? 

A.  At  the  resurrection,  behevers  being  raised  up  in  glory 
shall  be  openly  acivnowiedged  and  acquitted  in  the  day  of 
judgment,  and  made  perfectly  blessed  in  the  full  enjoyment  of 
God  to  all  eternity. 

Q.  39.  What  is  the  duty  which  God  requireth 
of  man  1 

A.  The  duty  vihich  God  requireth  of  man,  is  obedience  to 
nis  revealed  will. 

Q.  40.  What  did  God  at  first  reveal  to  man  for 
the  rule  of  his  obedience  ? 

A.  The  rule  which  God  at  first  revealed  to  man  for  liis  obe- 
dience, was  the  floral  Law. 

Q.  41.  Wherein  is  the  Moral  Law  simamarily 

comprenended? 

A.  The  Moral  Law  is  summarily  comprehended  in  the  ten 
commandments. 

Q.  42.  Wliat  is  the  sum  of  the  ten  command- 
nients 

A.  The  sura  of  the  ten  commandments  is.  To  love  the  Lord 
our  God  with  all  our  heart,  with  all  our  -soul,  with  all  our 
strength,  and  with  all  our  mind  ;  and  our  neighbor  as  ourselves. 
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Q.  43.  What  is  the  preface  to  the  ten  commaHd- 
ments  ? 

A.  The  preface  to  the  ten  commandments  is  in  these  words  • 
I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  which  have  brought  thee  out  of  the  land 
of  Egypt,  out  of  the  house  of  bondage. 

Q.  44.  What  doth  the  preface  to  the  ten  co£* 

mandments  teach  us  ? 

A.  The  preface  to  the  ten  commandments  teaches  us,  thai 
because  God  is  the  Lord,  and  our  God  and  Redeemer,  ther» 
fore  we  are  bound  to  keep  all  his  commandments. 

Q.  45.  Which  is  the  first  commandment? 

A.  The  first  commandment  is,  Thou  shalt  have  no  other 
Gods  before  me. 

Q.  46.  What  is  required  in  the  first  command- 
ment ? 

A.  The  first  commandment  requireth  lis  to  know  and 
acknowledge  God  to  be  the  only  true  God,  and  our  God,  and 
to  worship  and  glorify  him  accorrf  Jigly. 

Q.  47.  What  is  forblddeti  in  the  first  command- 
ment ? 

A.  The  first  commandment  forbiddeth  the  denying  or  not 
worshipping  and  glorifying  the  true  God  as  God,  and  our  Go<l, 
aiid  the  giving  oi'  that  worship  and  glory  to  any  other,  which 
is  due  to  him  alone. 

Q.  48.  What  are  we  specially  taught  by  these 
words,  before  ?we,  in  the  first  commandment  1 

A.  These  words,  before  me,  in  the  first  commandment, 
teach  us,  that  God.  who  seeth  all  things,  taketh  notice  of,  and 
IS  much  displeased  with  the  sin  of  havmg  any  other  God 
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Q.  49.  Which  is  the  second  commandment  ? 

A.  The  second  commandment  is,  Thou  shalt  not  make  unto 
thee  any  graven  image,  or  the  likeness  of  any  thing  that  is  in 
'he  heaven  above,  or  that  is  in  the  earth  beneath,  or  that  is  in 
the  water  under  the  earth.  Thou  shalt  not  bow  down  thyself 
to  them,  nor  serve  them;  for  I  the  Lord  thy  God  am  a  jealous 
God,  visidng  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  ujKin  the  children,  unio 
the  third  and  fourth  generation  of  them  that  hate  me;  and 
showing  mercy  unto  thousands  of  them  that  love  me  and  keep 
ray  commandments. 

Q.  50.  What  is  required  in  me  second  com- 
mandment ? 

A.  The  second  commandment  requireth  the  receiving,  ob- 
servi"- .J.  keeping  pure  and  entire,  all  such  religious  worship 
and  ordinances,  as  God  hath  appointed  in  his  word. 

Q.  51.  ^Vhat  is  forbidden  in  the  second  com- 
mandment 7 

A.  The  second  commandment  forbiddeth  ihe  worshipping  ol 
God  by  images,  or  any  other  way  not  appointed  in  his  word. 

Q.  52.  What  are  the  reasons  annexed  to  the 
second  commandment  ? 

A.  The  reasons  annexed  to  tlie  second  commandment  are, 
(3od's  sovereignty  over  us,  his  propriety  in  us,  and  the  zeal  he 
hath  to  his  own  worship. 

Q.  53.  Which  is  the  third  commandment  1 

A.  The  third  commandment  is,  Thou  slialt  not  take  the 
name  of  the  Lord  thy  God  in  vain ;  for  the  Lord  will  not  hold 
him  guiltlesa  that  taketh  his  name  in  vain. 

54.  What  is  required  in  the  third  command- 
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A.  The  third  commandment  requireth  the  holy  and  revert-rKi 
nse  of  God's  name,  titles,  attributes,  ordinances,  word  and  works 

Q.  55.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  third  coin- 
mandinent  ? 

A.  The  third  commandment  forbiddeth  all  profaning  or 
abusing  of  any  thing  whereby  God  maketh  himself  knowa 

Q.  56.  "What  are  the  reasons  annexed  to  t}^ 
third  commandment? 

A.  The  reasons  annexed  to  the  third  commandment  are, 
that  however  the  breakers  of  this  commandment  may  escajie 
punishment  from  men,  yet  the  Lord  our  God  will  not  sufFe/ 
them  to  escape  liis  rigliteous  judginent. 

Q.  57.  Which  is  the  fourth  commandment? 

A.  The  fourth  commandment  is,  Remember  the  Sabbath 
day,  to  keep  it  holy.  Six  days  shalt  ihou  labor,  and  do  all  tliy 
work ;  but  the  seventh  day  is  the  Sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy  God 
In  it  thou  shalt  not  do  any  work;  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  tiiy 
daughter,  thy  man-servant,  nor  ihy  maid-servant,  nor  thv  cattle, 
nor  the  stranger,  that  is  within  thy  gates:  for  in  six  days  tb« 
Lord  made  heaven  and  earth,  the  sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is. 
and  rested  on  the  seventh  day :  wherefore  the  Lord  blessed 
the  Sabbath-day,  and  hallowed  it, 

Q.  58.  What  is  required  in  the  fourth  com 
mandment? 

A.  The  fourth  commandment  requireth  the  keeping  holy 
to  God  such  set  times  as  he  hath  appointed  in  his  word  ex- 
pressly one  whole  day  in  seven  to  be  a  holy  Sabbath  to  bin)- 
self 

Q.  59.  Which  day  of  the  seven  hath  God  ap. 
pointed  to  be  the  weekly  sabbath  ? 
B2 
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A.  From  the  beginning  of  the  world  to  the  resurrection 
of  Christ,  God  appointed  the  seventh  day  of  the  week  to  be 
the  weekly  Sabbath,  and  the  first  day  of  the  week  ever  since, 
to  continue  to  the  end  of  the  world,  which  is  the  Christian 
babbatn. 

Q.  60.  How  is  the  Sabbath  to  be  sanctified  ? 

A.  The  Sabbath  is  to  be  sanctified  by  a  holy  resting  all  that 
day.  even  from  such  worldiy  employments  and  recreations  as 
are  .awful  on  other  days,  and  spending  the  whole  time  m 
public  and  private  exercises  of  God's  worship,  except  so  much 
as  is  to  be  taken  up  in  the  works  of  necessity  and  mercy- 

Q.  61.  What  is  forbidden  .n  the  fourth  com- 
mandment ? 

A.  The  fourth  commandment  forbiddeth  the  omission  or 
careless  performance  of  the  duties  required,  and  the  profaning 
the  day  by  idleness,  or  doing  that  which  is  in  itself  sinful,  or 
by  unnecessary  thoughts,  words  or  woriis,  about  worldly  era- 
pJoyraents  or  recreations. 

Q.  62.  What  are  the  reasons  annexed  to  the 
fourth  commandment? 

A.  The  reasons  annexed  to  the  fourth  commandment  are, 
God's  allowing  us  six  days  of  the  week  for  our  own  employ- 
ment; his  challenging  a  speciau  propriety  in  the  seventh;  hia 
own  example,  and  his  blessing  tne  Sabbath-day. 

Q.  63.  Which  is  the  fifth  commandment  ? 

A.  The  fifth  commandment  is.  Honor  thy  father  and  thy 
mother;  that  thy  days  may  be  long  upon  the  land  which  the 
Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee. 

Q.  64.  What  is  required  in  the  fifth  command- 
ment? 
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A.  The  fifth  commandment  rcqnireth  the  preserving  the 
honor,  and  performing  tiie  duties  belonging  to  every  one  in 
their  several  places  and  relations ;  as  superiors,  inferiors,  or 
e<iuals.  , 

Q.  65.  What  is  forbidden  m  the  fifth  com- 
mandment ? 

A.  The  fifth  commandment  forbiddeth  the  neglecting  of, 
or  doing  any  thing  against  the  hoTior  and  duty  which  belongeth 
to  every  one  in  their  several  places  and  relations. 

Q.  66.  What  is  the  reason  annexed  to  the  fifth 
commandment  ]  "^ 

A.  The  reason  annexed  to  the  fifth  commandment  is,  8 
promise  of  long  life  and  prosperity,  (as  far  as  it  shall  serve  for 
(lod's  glory  and  their  ov\-n  good,)  to  ail  '^n^h  °s  keep  this  coa»- 
mandment. 

Q.  67.  Which  is  the  sixth  commandment . 

A.  The  sixth  commandment  is,  'I'hou  shalt  not  kill- 

Q.  63.  What  is  required  in  the  sixtli  coinmana- 
ment  ? 

A.  The  Sixth  commandment  requireth  all  lawful  endeavors 
to  preserve  our  own  life,  and  ihe  Ihe  of  otners. 

Q.  69.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  sixth  command- 
ment ? 

A.  The  sixth  commandment  forbiddeth  the  taking  away  of 
our  own  life,  or  the  life  of  our  neighbor  unjustly,  or  whatso- 
ever tendeth  thereunto 

Q.  70.  Which  is  the  seventh  commandment? 
A.  The  seventh  commandment  is,  Thou  shalt  not  commit 
adultery 
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Q,  71.  What  is  requii-^J  in  the  seventh  com- 
niaiidment  ? 

A.  'I'he  seventh  noiiMiiaiKiintnt  requireth  the  prpjen'ation 
of  cur  own  and  our  iitigiibor's  ciiaslity,  ia  heart,  speech,  and 
behavior. 

Q.  72.  AVhat  is  forbidden  in  the  seventh  com- 
mandment? 

A.  The  sever:t:i  roinmonduu  nt  ferbiddeth  all  unchaste 
thouohti,  wo!-'»,  ;«ii'i  aciioiis. 

Q.  73.  AVhich  is  the  eighth  commandment  ? 

A.  The  e'l'i'  ih  romuiaiidment  i«,  Thou  «hait  not  steal. 

Q.  74.  What  is  required  in  the  eighth  com- 
mandment ? 

A.  The  eig;hth  commandment  requireth  the  lawful  procur- 
inof  and  turiherinj^  the  w^ealth  and  outward  titaie  of'ourselves 
a.id  others. 

Q.  75.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  eighth  com- 
mandment ? 

A.  The  eighth  commandment  forbiddeth  whatsoever  doth 
or  may  uign.-ily  hinder  &\ir  own  or  our  ijeig-hbor's  wealth  Of 
outward  estate. 

Q.  76.  AVhich  is  the  ninth  commandment? 

A.  The  ninth  comfuandinent  i«,  Thou  shall  mt  bear  felse 
witness  asrain^l  thy  neighbor. 

Q.  77.  What  is  required  in  the  nintli  command- 
ment? 

A.  The  ninth  commandment  requireth  the  maintaining  and 
promoting  oP  trulh  l^etween  man  and  man,  and  ot'  our  owa 
ftod  our  neighbor's  good  name,  especially  iu  witness-btaring. 
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Q.  78.  What  is  iorbiclden  in  the  ninth  com- 
nrandment? 

A.  The  ninth  commandment  forbicMeth  whatsoever  is  preju- 
tlicial  Jo  truth,  or  injurious  to  our  own  or  our  neighbor's  good 
name. 

Q.  79,  Which  is  the  tenth  commandment? 

A.  Tlio  tenth  eommindnient  is,  Thou  shait  not  covet  xi\y 
neighbor's  house,  thou  shait  not  covet  thy  neighbor's  wiie, 
nor  his  man-servant,  nor  his  maid-servant,  nor  his  ox,  nor  his 
ass,  nor  any  thing  that  is  thy  neighbor's. 

Q.  80.  What  is  required  in  the  tenth  command- 
ment ? 

A.  The  tenth  commandment  requireth  full  contentment 
with  our  own  condition,  witii  a  right  and  charitable  frame  of 
sj-irit  towards  our  neighbor,  and  all  that  is  his. 

Q.  81.  What  is  forbidden  in  the  tenth  com- 
mandment? 

A.  Tho  tenth  commandment  forbiddeth  all  discontentment 
with  our  own  esia;e,  eiivving  or  grieving  at  the  good  of  our 
neighbor,  and  ail  ihordinate  emotions  and  affections  to  any 
thing  that  is  his. 

Q.  82.  Is  any  man  able  perfectly  to  keep  the 
c^'mmandments  of  God? 

A.  No  more  man  since  the  fall  is  able  in  this  life  perfectly 
to  keep  the  commandments  of  God,  but.  doth  daily  break  lliera 
in  thought,  word,  and  deed. 

Q.  83.  Are  all  transgressions  of  the  law  equally 
heinous  ? 
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A.  Seme  sins  in  themselves,  and  by  reason  of  several  aggra 
vations,  are  more  heinous  in  the  sight  of  God  than  others. 

Q.  84.  What  doth  every  sin  deserve? 

A.  Every  sin  deserves  God's  wrath  and  curse,  both  in  this 
life,  and  that  uiiich  is  to  come. 

Q.  85.  What  doth  God  require  of  us  to  escape 
his  wrath  and  curse,  due  to  us  for  sin  ? 

A.  To  escape  the  virath  and  curse  of  God  due  to  us  for 
sin,  God  requireth  of  us  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  repentance  unto 
life,  with  the  diligent  use  of  all  the  outward  means,  whereby 
Chnst  communicates  to  us  the  benefits  of  redemption. 

Q.  86.  W^hat  is  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  ? 

A.  Faith  in  Jesus  Clirist  is  a  saving  grace,  whereby  we  re- 
ceive and  rest  upon  him  aione  for  salvation,  as  he  is  offered  to 
us  in  the  gospel. 

Q.  87.  What  is  repentance  unto  Yiie  ? 

A.  Repentance  unto  life  is  a  saving  grace,  whereby  a  sinner 
out  of  the  true  sense  of  his  sin.  and  apprehension  of  the  mercy 
of  God  in  Christ,  doth,  with  grief  and  hatred  of  his  sin,  turn 
from  it  unto  God  with  full  purpose  of,  and  endeavor  after  new 
obedience. 

Q.  88.  What  are  the  outward  and  ordinary- 
means  whereby  Christ  communicatcth  to  us  the 
benefits  of  redemption? 

A.  The  outward  and  ordinary  means  whereby  Christ  com- 
municateth  to  us  the  benefits  of  redemption,  are  his  ordinances, 
especially  his  word,  sacraments,  and  prayer,  all  of  which  are 
made  effectual  to  the  elect  for  salvation. 

Q.  89.  How  is  the  word  made  effectual  to  sal- 
vation? '         ( 
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A.  The  Spiiit  of  God  maketh  the  reading,  but  especially 
tlie  preaching  of  the  word,  an  effectual  means  of  convincing 
and  converting  sinners,  and  of  building  them  up  in  holiness 
and  comfort,  through  faith,  unto  salvation. 

Q.  90.  How  is  the  word  to  be  read  and  heard, 
that  it  may  become  effectual  to  salvation  l 

A.  That  the  word  may  become  eiiectiial  to  salvation,  we 
must  attend  thereunto  with  diligence,  preparation,  and  prayer, 
receive  it  with  failh  and  love,  lay  it  up  in  our  liearls,  and 
practise  it  in  our  lives. 

Q.  91.  How  do  the  sacraments  become  effectual 
means  of  salvation  ? 

A  The  Sacraments  become  effectual  means  of  salvation, 
not  from  any  virtue  in  them,  or  in  him  that  doth  adminiiiler 
them,  but  only  by  the  blessing  of  Christ,  and  the  working  of 
hid  Spirit  in  them  that  by  faith  receive  them. 

Q.  92.  What  is  a  Sacrament  ? 

A.  A  Sacrament  is  a  holy  ordinance  instituted  by  Christ, 
^'herein,  by  sensible  signs,  Christ,  and  the  benefits  of  the  new 
covenant,  are  represented,  sealed,  and  applied  to  believers. 

Q.  93.  What  are  the  Sacraments  of  the  New 
Testament  ? 

A.  The  Sacraments  of  the  New  Testament  are  Baptism 
and  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Q.  94.  What  is  Baptism  ? 

A.  Baptism  is  a  sacrament,  wherem  the  washing  with  water 
M  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  dotlt  signify  and  seal  our  ingraftmg  into  Christ,  and 
partaking  of  the  benefits  of  the  covenant  of  grace,  and  our 
engagement  to  be  \he  Lord  a. 
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Q.  95    To  whom  is  baptism  to  be  administered? 

A.  Baptism  Ls  not  to  be  administered  to  any  who  are  out  of 
Ihe  visible  church,  till  they  profess  their  faith  in  Christ,  and 
obedience  to  him:  b'lt  the  infants  of  such  as  are  members  of 
the  visible  church,  are  lo  be  baptized. 

Q.  96.  What  is  the  Lord's  Support 

A.  The  Lord's  supper  is  a  sacrament,  wherein  by  giving 
and  receiving  bread  and  wine,  according  to  Christ's  appoint- 
ment, his  death  is  showed  forth;  and  the  worthy  receivers 
are,  not  after  a  corporal  and  carnal  manner,  but  by  faith,  made 
r*artakers  of  his  body  and  blood,  with  all  his  benefits,  to  their 
spiritual  nourishment  and  growth  in  grace. 

Q.  97.  What  is  required  to  the  worthy  receiv- 
jig  of  the  Lord's  Supper  ? 

A.  It  is  required  of  them  that  would  worthily  partake  of 
the  Lord's  Supper,  that  they  examine  themselves  of  their 
knowledge  to  discern  the  Lord's  body,  of  their  faith  to  feed 
upon  him,  of  their  repentance,  love,  and  new  obedience,  lest 
coming  unworthily,  they  eat  and  drink  judgment  to  themselves. 

Q.  98.  What  is  Prayer'? 

A.  Prayer  is  an  offering  up  of  our  desires  unto  God  for 
things  agreeable  to  his  will,  in  the  name  of  Christ,  Avith  con- 
fession of  our  sins,  and  thankful  acknowledgments  of  his 
mercies. 

Q.  99.  What  rule  hath  God  given  for  our  di 

section  in  prayer  ? 

A.  The  whole  word  of  God  is  of  use  to  direct  us  m  prayer 
But  the  special  rule  of  direction  is  that  form  of  prayer  which 
Christ   taught   his   disciples,    commonly    called  -The  Lord 
Prayer.
